Dear Editor 

| read Ben Somers’ letter in a recent BHN with an 
increasing feeling of exasperation. He does concede 
that there is a minor rough element within the younger 
generation, but then apparently excuses this because 
there is a rough element in ‘all age groups’. 

| really can't remember the last time | saw a large and 
intimidating group of senior citizens, or any other age 
group. for that matter, roaming the streets of the village, 
seeking out something new to vandalise or someone to 
offend/ternfy. I'm afraid that the youth of the village have 
a monopoly on that kind of behaviour, and not neces- 
sanly the “minor” element he would have us believe. 

His letter regrettably shows a complete lack of under- 
standing of the issues and clearly fails to recognize the 
depth of anger felt within the village at the mindless 
vandalism, which has been evident recently around the 
Mall. the library area and the Health Centre, as well as 
wanton damage to trees around the Village. There can 
be no excuse for this behaviour, and to seek to excuse 
it by suggesting that unsocial behaviour is taught by the 
previous generation is clearly preposterous and the 
biggest cop-out you will hear this year - all the perpetra- 
tors of the damage presumably have the wit to know 
nght from wrong, and fully realize that their actions will 
inconvenience (and usually cost) others. 

The other point about which | feel | must take issue ts 
the inference that it is always the responsibility of some- 
one else to provide recreational facilities - | would like to 
know what the youth have done for themselves. A num- 
ber of the clubs to which he refers, and certainly Happy 
Hours, are run by volunteers and started with no fund- 
ing - the fact that they are all still running and successful 
is no doubt down to the hard work of committees and 
volunteers 

lf Ben is prepared to wait for the powers-that-be to do 
something for the youth of the viltage, he deserves to 
have a long wait - my message to him is to stop feeling 
sorry for himself, stop feeling victimised, but provide the 
evidence to the rest of the village that the youth are 
worthy of the investment in time, effort and money they 
seek.

| refer toBen Somers’ letter (BHN April'96) about the 
apparent lack of youth facilities in the village and the 
alleged negative attitude of some adults towards the 
youth generally! | know Ben and have come to respect 
his views and enjoy his company. | would therefore like 
to join the debate, especially since | was once a youth 
myself (!) and am now both a parent of a teenager and 
also someone who has the pleasure of being involved in 
voluntary youth work at the Pickled Parrot every Friday 
night. 

It is probable that some young people do get unjustifi- 
ably blamed for the odd misdemeanour just because 
they hang around on street corners at night. It is also 
probable that, as in all walks of life, the true culprits are 
very much in the minority and the innocent are often 
accused of being guilty only by association. In the same 
way, it is probable that only a small minority of adults 
would point the finger without any just cause. 

| believe that everyone has something unique to offer 
to our rich and diverse society, and it is the responsibili- 
ty of all generations to respect the needs and concerns 
of others and to live in harmony. The youth of the village 
certainly have a lot to offer, given the right motive and 
opportunity. 

Talking of which, Ben appeals for more youth facili- 
ties in the village (that cry sounds familiar!). The fact is, 
however, that the village already boasts a tremendous 
amount to suit all tastes - including various sporting 
activities (e.g. badminton, cricket, football, tennis, table 
tennis etc.), guides / scouts, the re-emerging Village 
Hall youth club and yes, the Pickled Parrot. One won- 
ders what else could be provided? 

Regarding the Pickled Parrot, | would like to reassure 
parents that, contrary to the suggestion made by Ben, 
“Religion” is not forced upon anyone attending either on 
a Friday or Saturday night. Instead, the Church aims to 
provide a friendly and caring environment for young 
people to enjoy the various facilities available or simply 
a chat. However, what ever the Pickled Parrot does, it 
obviously fulfils a genuine need judging by the growing 
numbers who regularly attend - particularly on a Friday 
night (which is primarily geared towards the younger 
teenager). Indeed, we frequently get a number of older 
teenagers, including Ben, wanting to enjoy the Friday 
night activities. | would love to be able to accommodate 
their wishes, but this will only be possible if we have 
additional adult helpers willing to give up a few hours 
once or twice a month. Therefore, if you are interested 
in helping out and getting to know many of the village 
youth, please come along any Friday evening between 
7.30pm and 9.30pm to see just how rewarding an expe- 
nence it can be. You will certainly be made most wel- 
come. 

Perhaps in that way we can help close the generation 
gap and break down a few barriers.

During the 10 years that | have lived in Bar Hill | have 
noticed a steady increase in the amount of litter which is 
to be found everywhere. In fact, it would be hard to find 
a single area that is litter-free - cans, bottles, broken 
glass, sweet papers, cigarette packets, fish and chip 
wrappings, etc. surround us. The Village looks a real 
mess and | wonder what impression the visitor to Bar 
Hill must take away with him or her. We have a yearly 
clean-up around the Village and, although the people 
who give their time in this way are to be commended, it 
does not solve the problem for the rest of the year. We 
need permanent litter-busters so that litter does not 
have the time to become an unsightly problem. 

We also now have a new night-time occupation of 
ruining the grass verges all round Bar Hill. Trees are 
deliberately run into by idiots in their cars who probably 
think it is funny. It is absolutely no good trying to appeal 
to the better nature of people who set out to wreak 
havoc on the Village by deliberate acts of vandalism as 
they obviously have no better nature to appeal to. A 
raised kerb or boulders placed at intervals around the 
grass verges would put an end to the unsociable prac- 
tice of driving onto them. These louts do what they 
want, when they want and they know that they will get 
away with whatever damage they cause. Can you imag- 
ine this kind of behaviour going unpunished in a country 
like Singapore? 

Tesco could also lend a helping hand by making a 
refundable charge for the return of their trolleys, which 
are to be found lying abandoned all round the Village. 
You can bet that if a pound were to be charged you 
would not find a single abandoned trolley. If some peo- 
ple can only be persuaded to be responsible citizens by 
their wallets, then so be it. 

Surely it should be possible to allocate a small part of 
the Council Tax to employ a few people to keep the 
Village clean? It would be money well spent. | do hope 
we are not entering for the Best Kept Village award - we 
would be a laughing stock to the judges and an embar- 
rassment to those of us who live here. A lot of work 
needs to be done to get this Village back the way it 
should be and, unless something is done, | really fear 
for its future.

Did you know that CAMTAD 
co-ordinates the local Tinnitus Support Group? Ask for 
their programme and the literature supplied by the 
British Tinnitus Association. 

Have you got a hearing aid, but never quite got used 
to it? Speak to a CAMTAD volunteer who is a success- 
ful hearing aid wearer, and who remembers the difficul- 
ties. 

If you can't hear the doorbell, the television is too 
loud, and you don’t like using the telephone, you will be 
delighted with the selection of equipment that we are 
able to demonstrate to you; if you like something, bor- 
row it for a week, free of charge, to be absolutely sure 
you can manage it; we'll even advise how to get one for 
keeps.

Nature Reserve 

Hi again, 

Things are really moving now; 
my friend , John, who lives in 
Stetchworth, had tadpoles wrig- 
gling in his garden pond on 7th 
April, and also saw a Swallow 
near Newmarket on the 8th. 

The frogs and toads have both spawned, and the 
newts are in the process of it. | called at the Reserve 
the other night when it was dark, and using a torch, 
searched the pond to see what was present. 

There were Frogs, Toads and Common Newts. As | 
walked around the pond, | could see a large clump of 
spawn moving - on closer inspection, it was surrounded 
by nine newts, all making a feast of it - small wonder so 
much spawn is produced when so many predators 
attack it!. 

There were also Pond Skaters, Water Boatmen, 
Water Measurers (these live at the edge of the pond, 
are about a quarter of an inch long, and walk on the sur- 
face, using their ‘beak’ to stab prey that is below the 
surface), a few different water beetles, and a Caddis Fly 
larva (this insect builds itself a "home" from bits of stick, 
vegetable matter and grains of sand, which it lives in for 
a couple of years before it hatches). 

On a walk around the Reserve on one day in April, 
the following were seen: Goldfinch, Skylark, Wren, 
Yellowhammer, Wood Pigeon, Collared Dove, Great Tit, 
Blue Tit, long-Tailed Tit, Dunnock, Chaffinch, 
Greenfinch, Starling, Blackbird, Redwing, Reed 
Warbler, Linnet, Reed Bunting, Bullfinch, Kingfisher, 
Small Tortoiseshell Butterflies, a Peacock Butterfly, a 
few Bumblebees, the wild Honey Bees in the oak tree 
seas not bad eh? 

Now comes the serious part (| would actually like not 
to have this section, but ...) it has been brought to my 
attention that some young lads have been seen digging 
at the Badger sett over the past few weeks. | would like 
to think that it's not sinister, but the amount of digging 
and the closeness to the sett suggest otherwise. 
PLEASE STOP - you will only cause trouble for your- 
selves.

Badgers, although relatively com- 
mon, are not often seen. They tend 
to be active between dusk and sun- 
rise when few people are about. 
Setts are generally found in woodland where a network 
of tunnels connects between three and ten entrances. 

Earthworms are the most important food item, but 
small mammals, frogs, snails, insects, fruits, roots and 
nuts are also eaten. A single litter is born in Spring, with 
cubs making their first appearance above ground about 
8 weeks later. Young badgers normally stay with their 
mother for about a year before moving on.
